BELIEVE HOBOES 
KILLED IN WRECK 


That bodies of from four to 10 
hoboes may be found under the 
wreckage of the_ Union Pacific 
freight train which ran away 
down Cajon Pass Sunday night, 
was believed by railroad men yes- 
terday following an effort to 
determine the number of fare 
evaders on the train. 

Three hoboes who escaped esti-| 
mated there might have been as 
many as 15 men on the train 
when it left Summit. Only the 
three have been accounted for. 

Only the tank of the locomotive 
and one coal car had been lifted 
out of the great mass of wreckage 
late last night and no bodies had 
been found. Rumors that three 
bodies had been recovered were 
denied by the officials. 

It will be several days before 
the bottom of the great pile of 
wreckage can be reached. 
Investigation 
Will Be Made 

Formal investigation by offi- 
cials of the Union Pacific and 
Santa Fe to fix the responsibility 
and cause of the wreck will open 
at 10 o’clock this morning. The 
investigation by the Interstate 
Commerce commission will be held 
in San Bernardino on Friday, it 
is now expected. The coroner’s 
inquest late yesterday did not at- 
tempt to fix responsibility, the 
jury returning the simple ver- 
dict that Cleveland Palmer, the 
fireman, and W. B. Hamlin, the 
brakeman, died from ‘‘injuries re- 
ceived from a freight train wreck.

The Presidential party arrives 
at 9:30 at the Areade station, 
where he will be met by a com- 
mittee, and escorted to Washing- 
ton and Figueroa Streets, where 
the pageant forms. The line of 
march to his hotel will be the op- 
portunity for the witnessing of 
this allegorical history of South- 
ern California progress. At two 
o’clock he will visit Sawtelle hos- 
pital, when Mrs. Harding will 
present a pink carnation to every 
disabled veteran. At 3:45 he will 
plant a tree at Hollywood, as 
arranged by the D, A. R. At four 
o’clock he will participate in a
